Many days they 
slowly sailed out on the sea, 
still meeting with great opposi- 
tion; insomuch that they were 
soon driven by the contrary 
winds over into the Fair 
Heavens of the island Crete. 
So there they were, landed in- 
to a place that was not com- 
modious to winter in; the storms 
still raging, the winds still con- 
trary and the waves still rolling 
high. Every thing was looking 
gloomy and discouraging to 
them. So Paul in his humble 
meek way, admonished them 
saying; I perceive that this 
voyage will be with much hurt 
and damage, not only of the 
lading and ship, but also of our 
lives. But the centurion be- 
lieved the master and the own- 
er of the ship, more than those 
things that Paul had spoken; 
and the greater part of the com- 
pany also advised that they 
should depart from Fair Haven 
and sail unto Phenice another 
haven of Crete which they 
thought perhaps would bea 
more commodious place to win- 
er.

But this being true, at times

abused and misunderstood doc- 
trines known to man. 

It is the will of the Creater 
that we be perfect in soul and 
body. With the great majority 
of people, however, the tenden- 
cy is to retain too much of the 
alloy; to limp somewhere in soul 
or body. When Christ met the 
impotent man at the pool of 
Bethesda, he inquired, “Wilt 
thou be made whole?” Holiness 
is to the soul what health is to 
the body. It means efficiency, 
poise and power. 

To be pure in heart is to see 
God; to have the disposition 
which was in Christ; to be in 
harmony with the force that 
clears the muddy stream, puri- 
fies the poisoned atmosphere, 
and heals the diseased body. 

None, perhaps, fully realize 
the power of a perfectly clean 
life. A passage of Scripture of- 
ten misquoted, ignored or de- 
nied, is most suggestive in the 
consideration of the subject of 
spiritual purity and power. 

“These signs shall follow 
them that believe: in my name 
shall they cast out devils; they 
shall speak with new tongues; 
they shall take up serpents, and 
if they drink any deadly thing, 
it shall not hurt them; they 
shall lay hands on the sick, and 
they shall recover.” 

Just as electricity has enabled 
man to perform tasks hitherto 
impossible in the physical world, 
so, in like manner, may we an- 
ticipate a spiritual development 
that will so thoroughly cleanse 
the body, mind and sout as_ to 
make it immune from many 
things that have hitherto 4e- 
stroyed him. 

“Tt doth not yet appear what 
we shall be; but we know that, 
when He shall appear, we shall 
be like him; for we shall see 
Him as He is** *And every 
man that hath this hope in him 
purifieth himself, even as He is 
pure.” 

From every angle man is con- 
tinually receiving a_ spiritual 
challenge: “Taste and_ see,” 
“Prove me, saith the Lord,” 
“Nothing is impossible to him 
that believeth,” these and other 
passages of like meaning are 
the Scriptural injunctions. Be- 
sides this, there is an inner 
light that illumines the heart 
of every man—a still small 
voice, more audible than the 
moan of the sea, or the roar of 
thunder. 

To obtain this power, man is 
but to adopt the same method 
of procedure used in material 
things. These who desire phys- 
ical cleansing, have but to com- 
mit themselves to the water 
that awaits them: those who 
hunger may eat of the food 
that has been provided; those 
who are weary may find rest 
for their tired bodies. Likewise, 
to those who experience spirit- 


ual hunger Christ has said, 
**Blessed are those who 
thirst after righteousness, | 


for they shall be filled.” To 
those who are weary in soul He 
is saying: “Come unto me, all 
ye that labor and are heavy 


laden, and I will give you rest.” |: 


Paul says, in Heb. 10:22, 
“Let us draw near with a true 
heart in full assurance of faith, 
having our hearts’ sprinkled 
from an evil conscience, and 
our bodies washed with pure 
water.”
